Accidents 
in Arkansas 
Claim Four

Four persons died in Christ- 


mas holiday accidents in Arkan- 
sas. Two of the deaths were di- 
rectly attributed to icy roads. 


Harlan Patrick, 35, of Combs, 


was killed Wednesday when the 
pickup truck he was riding in 
went out of control two miles 
west of Combs on Highway 16. 
State Trooper James Cottrell 
said Ernest Gulridge, 53, of De- 
laney, lost control of the truck 
on a patch of ice and it over- 
turned in a ditch, Gulridge was 
not listed as injured. 


0. B. Phillips, 78, of Denning, 


was killed when his truck hit an 
embankment Tuesday as he 
turned around on an icy road 
near Ozark. 


Also on Tuesday, Mrs. Jewell 


Gray, 51, of Caraway, was killed 
in a head-on collision on High- 
way 1 near Paragould, and 
Frank Brust, 42, of Vilonia, died 
when a car he was working on 
near Beebe fell from a jack and 
crushed him. 


Enterprise 
Covered by 
Red Fallout

WASHINGTON (AP) - Rad- 


ioactive fallout from Russia's 
1961 nuclear tests in the atmos- 
phere contaminated the giant 
U.S. aircraft carrier Enterprise, 
it was disclosed today. 


The radiation persisted 
for 


about a month but did not en- 
danger the health of those on 
the 86,000-ton nuclear-powered 
carrier. 


The disclosure was made in a 


current 
publication 
of 
the 


Navy's Bureau of Medicine and 
surgery. 


Written by Lt. Cmdr. Lewis 


H. Seaton, the article deals 
with radiation control aboard 
the Enterprise. 


Seaton, a medical officer for- 


merly stationed on the Enter- 
prise, did not say just where or 
when the 
contamination 
oc- 


curred. 


The Navy did not say immedi- 


ately whether other ships were 
affected similarly. 


As Seaton told it, rainstorms 


washed fallout from the sky to 
contaminate the carrier's 'out- 
side areas "on the order of 10 
to 20 times that allowable for 
the nuclear plant area." 


This, he said, set in motion 


concerted efforts to prevent the 
fallout from entering the ship 
through the ventilation system 
or on the feet of the men. He 
added: 


"There was no real clanger to 


health, as levels of contamina- 
tion were still within tolerable 
levels, averaged over a period 
of time." 


Camden's Doctor 
Byrd Dies at 88 


CAMDEN, Ark. (AP)—Dr. Ed- 


ward Jones Byrd, 88, a former 
state senator, died Wednesday at 
a Camden hospital. 


He was a widely-known phy- 


sician and a native of Hampton. 


Byrd had been in ill health for 


several months. 


Byrd served as a state sena- 


tor from the 12th District from 
1953 through 1959.

konia slipped out of Southamp- 
ton, headed for Madeira, the 
Canary Islands—and sunshine— 
on a Christmas cruise. 


An atmosphere of calm gen- 


tility and folksy cheer pervad- 
ed the ship as the 658 passen- 
gers—most of them British— 
and 369 crew, set out Dec. 18. 
Half the passengers had signed 
for the full 5-week voyage, pay- 
ing up to $1,055. The rest were 
going to the islands. 


It was to be a lazy, sunny 


Christmas. Breakfast in bed, tea 
in a tapestry-hung lounge. In 
the evening, they dressed for 
dinner. 


On Friday, Dec. 20, the first 


day out, there was a boat drill. 
No one seems to remember ex- 
actly how it was conducted. The 
crew had been through a boat 
drill before sailing. Capt. Dan- 
iel oJnes of the British Sea 
Transport Department was told 
by his inspectors that it was 
"very satisfactory." 
They did 


not conduct a formal inspection 
of the ship. It carried a Greek 
certificate of seaworthiness. 


Sunday, in one lounge the 


.ship's social director had or- 
ganized a party1 for young peo- 
ple —they came d r e s s e d as 
hobos. There was carol singing 
in another lounge, a movie in 
the third. Most older passen- 
gers had retired; Monday was 
to be a big day of sightseeing in 
Madeira. 


Just before 11 p.m. a steward 


spotted 
smoke seeping 
under 


the doors of the ship's barber 
shop. He flung open the doors 
and fell back before flames. 


The fire raced through pas- 


sageways t o w a r d the state- 
rooms. 


Capt. Mathios Zarbis, a veter- 


an of 15 years with the Greek 
Line, was sitting in the main 
saloon. He, raced toward the 
door.

Ivor S. Buchanan, an Ameri- 


can, and his wife Dorothy had 
retired early. He pulled a suit 
over his pajamas. She put his 
coat over her slip. "What a hell 
of a time to have a fire drill," 
he thought. 


In the radio room, operator 


Alexis Kalogridis switched 
to 


the automatic emergency trans- 
mitter and began tapping out: 
"Fire spreading up. Prepare 
evacuation on ship." It was 
11:30 p.m. 


At 22 minutes after midngiht 


Kalogridis sent out the final, 
anguished call: "SOS from La- 
konia last time. I cannot stay 
any more in the wireless station. 
We are leaving the ship. Please 
immediate 
assistance. Please 
help." 


Then he dashed to the life- 


boat 
deck, 
already 
crowded 


with passengers and crew mill- 
ing about in pajamas and any- 
thing they had thrown on. Some 
women still wore their jewels 
and evening gowns. 


Whether the confusion merit- 


ed the .name of panic—as some 
passengers claimed — was a 
matter of dispute. There were 
contrasting reports of heroism 
and hectic scrambling.

years and all Negroes. 


The victims were all in one 


bedrooni at the top of the stairs. 
Johnson, 51, 
was 
critically 


burned trying to save them. 
Mrs. Johnson, 47, and a son, 
Nathaniel, 16, escaped. 


Nine of the victims were her 


children, three her grandchil- 
dren. 


Authorities said Johnson and 


a friend were brightening the 
frame house for the holiday 
with a new linoleum floor and 
apparently spilled oil from the 
heater by accidentally tipping 
it. The explosion followed.

President Is

Greeks. Developments on the 
island prompted two or three 
telephone conferences Wednes- 
day with Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk. 


The pressure of official busi- 


ness during the holiday stay at 
the LBJ ranch was evidenced, 
too, by a new directive in which 
Johnson ordered a cutback in 
federal jobs within the next 18 
months. 


In discussing 
Cyprus 


newsmen, Johnson said:

We have a situation develop- 


ing there and we are watching 
it very carefully." 


Aides reported that Johnson 


strongly supported efforts by 
the British. Greek and Turkish 
governments to stabilize the sit- 
uation. 


In ordering a cut in the fed- 


eral pay roll, Johnson told agen- 
cy heads: 


"Even though nothing like 


this has happened in the last 
decade, I am still unconvinced 
that we are getting the maxi- 
mum possible output per em- 
ploye. I believe we can do bet- 
ter." 


He said every department and

exceeded without my explicit 
approval." 


Pay rolls are to be cut, if only

British Sending 
More Troops to 
Troubled Cyprus

NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) - 


Britain ordered more troops to 
Cyprus today as a conflict be- 
tween the Greek Cypriot and 
Turkish minority threatened to 
embroil NATO allies Greece 
and Turkey in open conflict. 


Greece asked for an extraor- 


dinary session in Paris of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
zation's permanent council to 
discuss the crisis. 
Informed 


sources in Paris said the coun- 
cil met secretly Wednesday. 
The Cyprus government 
al- 


ready has sent a complaint to 
the United Nations. 


The Turkish guvurument or- 


dered two jet fighters to make 
warning flights over Cyprus 
Christmas Day after accusing 
Greek Cypriots of massacring 
Turkish Cypriots in communal 
fighting that has been raging 
since last Saturday. 


Then as the fighting died 


down to sporadic firing, the of- 
fice of President 
Makarios, 


leader of the Greek Cypriot 
community, asserted six Turk- 
ish navy vessels had taken up 
positions off Cyprus. 


President Ccmal Gursel of 


Turkey also expressed 
grave 


concern, accused 
the Greek 


Cypriots of a massacre, and ap- 
pealed to President 
Johnson 


arid other world leaders to in- 
tervene.

The 
situation 
was. being 


watched closely in both London 
and Washington. Greece and 
Turkey, long at odds over Cyp- 
rus, guard the Far Eastern 
flank of the Atlantic Alliance.

ranch. Prime Minister Sir Alec 
Douglas-Home of Britain inter- 
rupted a Christmas vacation to 
return to London. 


What prompted Makarios to 


send a complaint to the U. N. 
Security Council was the flight 
of the Turkish jets and the 
movement of some of Turkey's 
650-man garrison on Cyprus 
into the Turkish Cypriot quar- 
ter of this capital. 


The Greeks promptly moved 


part of their 850 soldiers sta- 
tioned on Cyprus into the Greek 
Cypriot section, thus setting the 
stage for a possible confronta- 
tion. 


In an attempt to head off 


trouble, the diplomats of Brit- 
ain, 
Greece and Turkey met 


with Makarios and decided to 
put British, Greek and Turkish 
forces in Cyprus under a uni- 
fied command headed by a 
Briton, 
a 
communique an- 


nounced. 


There are about 10,000 British 


servicemen on 
Cyprus, 
sta- 


tioned here as in the case of the 
Greek and Turkish garrisons 
under the treaty of 1960 making 
Cyprus an independent member 
of the British Commonwealth. 


Johnson told newsmen at his 


Texas ranch he had conferred 
by telephone with Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk two or three 
times on the situation. 


"We have a situation develop- 


ing there and we are watching 
it very carefully," Johnson said. 
"We have 1.700 citizens on that 
island." 


State 
Department 
sources 


said in Washington no evacua- 
tion orders have been issued to 
U.S. citizens, but Americans in 
outlying areas have been ad- 
vised to move to more centrally 
located points in case evacua- 
tion is deemed advisable. 


The fighting arose from Turk- 


ish opposition to Makarios' pro- 
posals to amend the Cyprus 
constitution. The Turks claim 
the amendments would weak- 
en their rights.

Education 
Cost More 
Than Ever

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


average cost of educating a 
child in the public schools this 
school year is $352, an increase 
of $17 or 5 per cent over last 
year, the magazine School Man- 
agement reported today. 


The magazine said only $7 of 


the increase will be spent for 
better education, with the other 
$10 being used simply to offset 
the effects of inflation. 


The magazine's annual sur- 


vey is directed by Dr. Orlando 
F. Furno, director of research 
for Baltimore city schools. 


Furno estimates that public 


schools across the country will 
spend $20.3 billion this school 
year, including the costs of 
school transportation, building 
and equipping new schools, and 
paying off old school debts. 


The average cost per student 


for bus transportatoin is $16, 
and Furno said the school dis- 
tricts will spend $47 per student 
for new school construction this 
school year. These costs ore in 
addition to the $352 per-pupil ex- 
penditure. 


School debts, mostly long- 


•erm bonds for school construc- 
!ion, totaled $388 per student in 
[lie average school district as of 
last Sept. 1. Almost 10 per cent 
if the country's school districts 
were in debt $1,000 for each pu- 
il enrolled. 
The magazine said New York, 


New Jersey and Pennsylvania 
are spending the top per-pupil 
figure, $482. This is about 42 per 
cent above the national aver- 
age. 


The magazine said only 10 per 


cent of (lie nation's school dis- 
tricts have salary scales which 
make it possible for classroom 
teachers to earn more than 
$9,500 a year. 


The average teacher will earn 


|!5,837 this school year, school 
management said. The average 
starting salary was listed as 
$4.600 and the average maxi- 
mum salary, $7,307.

raised now to 4.25 per cent or 
higher by some New York sgv- 
ings banks and some savings 
and loan associations in Flori- 
da. But in California, where 
the rates are still highest, some 
savings and loan groups say 
they'll cut back Jan. 1 from 5 
per cent to 4.85 per cent. Most 
commercial banks are held by

interest rates when the

Chairman William McChcsney 
Martin of the Federal Reserve 
Board has told Congress that if 
the federal tax cut is passed 
and stimulates the economy as 
hoped for, increased business 
borrowing will push interest 
rates up. 


The U. S. Savings & Loan ! 


League sees a tightening ne\t 
year in the supply of funds a\il 
able for mortgage loans. Since 
it also predicts continued de- 
mand for mortgage money, the 
league looks for the trend to- 
ward higher mortgage rates in 
some parts of the nation, which 
started late this year, to con- 
tinue for several more months. 


January could see a lull in 


any movement toward tighter 
money and higher costs. Busi- 
ness borrows in November and 
December to finance increased 
production and to carry larger 
inventories. In January these 
loans are normally repaid. The 
return flow of money into the 
market makes credit easier and 
reduces pressure on interest 
rates. 


But if business activity, and 


construction demand, continues 
high in coming months, ths de- 
mand for more funds could 
tighten the market. 


By the same token, if the 


economy turns down unexpect- 
edly, the Federal Reserve's job 
would be to ease credit as a pos- 
sible stimulant, rather than to 
keep it moderately tight to fend 
off a runaway boom. 


The board "is also interested
